OBAMA TALKS UP DEBT RELIEF FOR STRUGGLING COLLEGE GRADS

President Obama took his economic relief plan 
to Colorado on Wednesday highlighting new 
measures designed to help college graduates 
manage student loan debt. 

One of the president's measures will push up 
the start date for more favorable terms on a spe- 
cial loan repayment program based on income* 
Another is designed to encourage graduates 
with two or more kinds of federal loans to con- 
solidate them and get a small break on interest 
rates, 

Obama discussed the two initiatives — part of 
a White House strategy to bypass a polarized^ 
seemingly ineffectual Congress— during an ap- 
pearance in Denver, The stop came at the end of 


a three-day presidential trip that also included 
stops in Nevada and California* 

“These changes will make a difference for mil- 
lions of Americans/^ Obama told a college crowd. 
“We should be doing everything we can to put 
a college education within the reach of every 
American.” 

The president also bbsted Congress for failing 
to pass his larger S447 billion jobs bill, once again 
accusing Republicans of blocking his agenda for 
short-term partisan gain. 

“It's time to put country ahead of party,” he 
declared. ^Tt^s time to put the next generation 
ahead of the next election,” 

Obama’s student loan relief event in Colorado 
followed an appearance in Nevada on Monday 


in which the president unveiled new measures 
meant to help struggling homeowners refinance 
their mortgages* Most economists cite the de- 
pressed housing market as one of the primary rea- 
sons for country's continued economic weakness. 

Political analysts also cite electoral reasons for 
the president's current trip, which has included 
a number of fundraisers for his upcoming re- 
election campaign. Obama carried Colorado and 
Nevada in 2008, but both states are expected to 
be hotly contested in 2012. 

Tlie president's focus on college loan assis- 
tance could also help him with younger vot- 
ers— generally a core Democratic constituency 
In 2008, Obama carried two-thirds of all voters 
ages 18 to 24, according to national exit polls.

"With the White Sox losing more than they won last 
season, anew restaurant across the street from US. 
Cellular l^eld gave fans a place where they could 
drink away their sorrows. 

But Bacardi at the Park was not brought to the 
north side of 35th Street by a generous corporate 
sponsor or tbe team’s marketing department* 
Taxpayers covered the tab* 

Tbe Illinois Sports Facilities Authority the gov- 
ernment agency that built and owns The Cell, paid 
$3-2 million for construction of the restaurant plus 
just about everything inside the place from walk-in 
refrigerators to bar stools, the Tribune andWGN- 
TV found in a joint investigation* 

Another $3*7 million from the agency went for 
infrastructure upgrades for water and sewers at the 
Gate 5 pla^a that made the restaurant possible. 

A 2010 agreement between the Sox, who are 
partners in the restaurant with Gibsons Restaurant 
Group, and the agency shows that at the project's 
completion, the team was exempt from owing the 
agency any money. ITiat arrangement contrasts 


with the management agreement for operating the 
stadium, which stipulates the team pay rent and 
make payments based on attendance. 

'Fhe Illinois Sports Facilities Authority agreed 
with White Sox owner Jerry Reinsdorf that the 
agency should not share in any restaurant profits. 

said to Jerry, Jerry can we have part of the 
profits?’ and he said no,” former Gov Jim Thomp- 
son, who was the agency’s board chairman when the 
deal was made, said in an interview “We said, 'OK.’ 

“IVe known Jerry for 52 years. He’s tough. He’s 
tough.” 

Thompson said he views the restaurant as just 
another type of concession, from which the Sox re- 
ceive all the revenue inside The Cell. He cites sales 
tax revenue from the patrons who dine at Bacardi 
as a way the state is being compensated. 

“Here we now have a restaurant for the fans of 
the White Sox, and we own it and we got what we’ve 
been asking for for several years,” said Thompson, 
who as governor signed the legislation creating the 
Illinois Sports Facilities Authority “I’m satisfied. 
White Sox fans are satisfied.”

Protesters to City Hall: 
Protect our rights 


Chicago Tribune 

About 150 protesters with Occupy Chicago 
marched on City Hall on Wednesday after- 
noon aiming to speak with Mayor Emanuel 
and “assert our First-Amendment rights.” 

But the mayor did not come out during a 
one-hour demonstration, and the protesters 
ended up handing over petitions to an aide, 
demanding that they be allowed to occupy 
Grant Park. 

The demonstrators said the march was 
sparked by two weekends of arrests by people 
who sought to set up camp in the park. They 
were joined by groups who plan to protest 
next spring’s NATO/G8 summit in Chicago. 

“Dissent is patriotic,” said Micah Phil- 
brook, a member of Occupy Chicago. “Mayor 
Emanuel has proven himself to be aligned 


with corporate interest and is trying to limit 
the voices of those who criticize this corrupt 
system.” 

The demonstrators handed over petitions 
bearing 13,000 signatures to a mayoral aide. 
In addition to permission to stay at Grant 
Park, the petitions asked that Police Supt. 
Garry McCarthy stop threatening the group 
with more arrests and that the mayor ensure 
the safety of the protesters. 

“They can say ‘No, we don’t want to rein- 
force Chicago’s worldwide reputation for po- 
lice brutality’ ” protester Andy Thayer said. 
“It’s on Mayor Emanuel’s doorstep. He’s got 
time to change course, but it’s up to him.” 

The protesters said they would return to 
City Hall in two weeks if the mayor does not 
meet their demands.

Austin and Bridgeport each saw two homicides 
in the past week, a RedEye analysis of prelimi- 
nary police data found.

Report: Aicohol 
killed Winehouse 


D LONDON Singer Amy Winehouse s death 
this summer was the result of alcohol 
poisoning, an inquest ruled Wednesday, as it 
reached a verdict of “death by misadventure.” 

A pathologist told a coroner’s court in north 
London that alcohol toxicity was the cause of 
the 27-year-old’s death, with her blood-alcohol 
levels measured at more than five times the 
legal limit for driving. 

The Cjrammy award-winning artist, who had 
struggled with alcohol and drug abuse over sev- 
eral years, was found dead at her north l^ndon 
home July 23. 

Testimony at her inquest showed no traces of 
illegal drugs in Winehouse’s system— but more 
details emerged about her losing battle with al- 
cohol. 

Winehouse’s physician, Dr. Christina 
Romete, said she saw Winehouse at 7 p*m. the 
day before she died, when the singer was tipsy 
but still able to hold a conversation. Asked

In the cult, Martha/Marcy May is detached 
from technology. How often do you wish 
you could toss away cellphones and Internet 


like that? 

We did! We did for the movie. We didn’t have 
any Internet or [cell] service. There was like 
one spot driving from set to the motel we 
stayed in where everyone’s phones would 
start beeping because they’d get messages, 
and then they’d have to answer them really 
quickly within 5, 10 minutes because once we 
got to the motel there was no service again.

Hoping to capitalize on frustra- 
tions with the social networking 
giant, not to mention some of the 
anti-corporate sentiment bubbling 
up on Wall Street and beyond, en- 
trepreneurs have launched an upstart site 
called Unthink, 

ITie 'lam pa-based startup wants to be ev- 
erything that Facebook and rival Google+ 
are not— and it has the manifesto and sassy

“I couldn^t wait to tell my story. I couldn^t 
believe that all this was free,” says an actress 
in the video, strutting through Bohemian 
city streets in an off-the-shoulder 'l-shirt 
with the words “Wild and Free’^ scrawled on 
it. “But I never knew that Fd be part of some 
damn puppet show— that you thought you 
could own me. Well, you can^t own me!” 

Later, she confronts a guy in a Google+ ' 1 - 
shirt and another hoodie-wearing character 


with a striking resemblance to 
Facebook CFO Mark Zuck- 
erberg. 

The video is part of a series 
o f hy pe-bui Id i ng e fforts, alo ng 
with cryptic news releases 
promising a “secret project” 
and “social revolution,” that 
preceded liiesday'S limited bunch. Opened 
for invite-only beta testingluesday, Un think 
says it will offer an alternative to the privacy 
concerns some people have about using 
Facebook or Google ^s new rival network. 

Facebook and Google both collect infor- 
mation about users to tailor advertising to 
them. Privacy concerns have cropped up 
over various features Facebook has rolled 
out— from mobile check-ins to integration 
with Other websites that can make a user^s 
online behavior more public if settings aren^t 
tweaked. 

Unthink promises that, under its terms of 
use, all content will remain the property of 
the user. After signing up, an app lets users 


transfer photos and other info from Face- 
book to the new site. 

“We worked hard for more than three 
years to research people’s needs and pres- 
ent them with a solution that will empower 
them,” Unthink CEO and founder Natasha 
Dedis said on the company's website. “Our 
mission is to emancipate social media and 
unleash people’s extraordinary potential. 
Our— not so covert— mission is to spark a 
social revolution. Wfe believe in people.” 

Dedis said she had the idea for the site 
when her son wanted to join Facebook and 
she read what she called the site’s oppressive 
terms of use. 

According to 'lechCrunch, the site is 
bankrolled with about $2.5 million in invest- 
ments from venture capitalists. And its busi- 
ness model for fighting the corporate social- 
media giants? Corporate sponsorships. 

ITie site will let users either pick a partici- 
pating business (presumably one they like) 
to “sponsor” their page or pay a Si annual 
fee for the service.

Also* so 
you know what you’re get- 
ting into if someone orders 
a round for you and your 
friends. (Hint: Its an insult.) 
How to drink it; If you’re 
going to go there, we can 
only suggest you stick to 
Malort in cocktail form. "It 
actually works really well in 
gin cocktails and cocktails 
that are very acidic" Higgins 
explains. His cocktail* The 
Kooler ($10)* at Bangers & 
Lace uses Malort with lime, 
grapefruit, orange marma- 
lade and gin. The drink only 
uses a half-ounce of the 
stuff* but Higgins says it has 
the taste of a full ounce of 
other liqueurs because its 
so powerful. 

Where to find it: A bottle 
of Jepson’s still graces 
the shelves at many bars 
around town. Try it in a drink 
at Bangers & Lace (1670 W 
Division St. 773-252-6499) or 
Bar Devil le (701 N. Damen 
Ave. 312-929-2349) where 
Higgins also bartends. 
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SHERRY 

Wliat it is; Hailing from the Jerez region of southwestern Spain, sherry is a 
wine typically fortified with brandy, which gives it a higher aicohoi content 
Why you haven*! tried it: Wait, isn't sherry what grandma keeps in the 
kitchen cabinet? 

Why you should; The versatility. "A new generation in the wine business 
[is] starting to embrace sherry because it can go from the beginning to the 
end of a meal " expiains Eiizabeth Mendez, owner and sommelier at Vera 
(1023 W Lake St), "it can be bone dry-one of the driest white wines out 
there-but then it goes all the way to sweet." 

How to drink it; Mendez recommends drier varieties of sherry, such as 
fino. to pair with seafood or ceviche. Amontillado and oloroso varieties are 
a little bit richer and stand up well against fait game dishes such as braised 
short ribs. And if you're looking for a dessert pairing, try a pedro ximenez. 
which has a taste Mendez describes as "the best raisin bread you’ve even 
had with butter and honey” 

Where to find it; Vera has a wide selection (left); also try Telegraph Wine 
Bar (2601 N. Milwaukee Ave. 773-292-9463) or Cafe Iberko (737 N. La Salle 
St. 312-573-1510) 



What it is: Similar to tequila in its creation 
story, mezcal also comes from a type of agave 
plant that’s roasted before fermentation. The 
process gives mezcal its seriously smoky 
flavor. 

Why you haven’t tried it: You’re too busy 
shooting Patron. 

Why you should: Broaden your spirit hori- 
zons. “In other places, like Mexico City, there 
aren’t tequila bars everywhere-there are mez- 
cal bars," says Jason Lerner, partner at Masa 
Azul (2901 W. Diversey Ave.) in Logan Square. 
Different varieties (taste can change based 
on age or where the agave was grown) can 
appeal to almost any drinker. “The spicy quali- 
ties of mezcal really appeal to people who say 
they only drink scotch or bourbon,” explains 


Masa Azul Beverage Director Jenny Kessler, 
who even makes a version of a manhattan us- 
ing mezcal. 

How to drink It: If you’re new to the taste, 
Kessler recommends trying mezcal in a cock- 
tail, such as her Red Earth ($12), which bal- 
ances the smokiness of the spirit with rasp- 
berry and red pepper flavors. Once you’ve 
acclimated, try a tasting of different variet- 
ies to see which you like best But put down 
those shot glasses,* mezcal is best enjoyed 
slowly sipped. 

Where to find it: In addition to Masa Azul, you 
can try mezcal in the Cimenea (a mix of mez- 
cal, grapefruit lime and falernum-a spicy/ 
sweet syrup) at Morso (340 W. Armitage Ave. 
773-880-9280).

Kelly Clarkson was three songs into a stripped- 
down set at West Hollywood’s Troubadour re- 
cently before she offered a declaration. 

“This is my new CD. I just got it today,” said 
Clarkson, barefoot and giggly after a pre-show shot 
(she prefers vodka), clutching a copy of “Stronger,” 
released Monday “I’m in love with [it].” 

Nearly a decade has passed since the 
29 -year-old was crowned the first ‘^A.merican 
Idol.” Though she’s since become a force 
on the charts with her sassy pop-rock an- 
thems (her biggest record, “Breakaway,” 
has sold more than 6.1 million copies), 
she admits the new disc is a first of sorts 
for her. It’s the first she’s released with- 
out having to battle label brass. And the 
record already is garnering acclaim from 
critics praising its catchy pop hooks and 
dance-floor punch on songs like the second 
single, “What Doesn’t Kill You (Stronger),” “You 
Love Me” and the deceptively titled “Dark Side.” 

“Literally every album, except this album. I’ve 
had to really push for songs or say no on certain 
stuff,” Clarkson said. “It’s very easy, obviously, 
for people when their main goal is to make mon- 
ey But I don’t want to do the same formula as 
someone else. I want to do my own thing. This 
album has been a piece of cake. There’s no way 
to describe it. I’m just waiting for the kick in the 
butt.” 

Clarkson has never been shy about fighting 
for her music. There was that infamous clash 
with legendary music mogul Clive Davis — the 
only blip of controversy in her career— over her 
darker, rock-driven 2007 album, “My Decem- 
ber,” which she spent most of the promo cycle 
defending. The spat was quickly forgotten when 
she released 2009’s ‘All I Ever Wanted,” which 
featured the massive hit “My Life Would Suck 
Without You.” 

The new album sees her in a better place pro- 
fessionally, and she assures that the empowering 
title doesn’t allude to any specific event from 
the past year. She simply comes off as more con- 
fident now and able to make choices based on 
experience. Though she worked with hit makers 
such as Max Martin/Dr. Luke and Ryan Tedder

The doll with the dragon tattoo? 

With pink hair and tattoos across her shoulders 
and neck, Mattel’s latest collector’s edition Barbie 
doll could be compared more to the edgy female 
heroine of author Stieg Larsson’s best-selling “Millen- 
nium” trilogy than to the more traditional Barbies. 

Since its release earlier this month online, the $50 
limited-edition doll designed by L.A. -based fashion 
company tokidoki and aimed at adult collectors, has 
sold out but not before causing controversy 

“Is the New ‘Tokidoki’ Tattoo Barbie Inappropriate 
for Children?” U.S. News & World Report asked in a 
recent headline. 

Some parents also questioned whether the toy 
company that launched the original Barbie in 1959 
should be promoting body art. 

“It’s teaching kids to want tattoos before they are 
old enough to dress like that,” Kevin Buckner, of Vir- 
ginia, told a local TV station. 

No one was available from Mattel to comment on 
the issue but not all the feedback has been negative. 
Some adults said the doll reflected modern fashion 
and pop culture. 

“Have you seen Lady Gaga, Nicki Minaj, Katy 
Perry Rihanna?” Candace Caswell, a 30 -year-old 
mother from Newark asked in an email intervie^y 
adding that the pop stars have tattoos and wear 
wigs and crazy clothes. “They are capturing a 
snapshot of pop culture the way it really is. 
Barbie is not raising my daughter. I am.” 
For Heather Gately StoU, of Colorado, 
tattoos are not the issue. 

“What is inappropriate for kids are 
her measurements,” she said about 
the shapely doll. “If she can change 
personalities why can’t she change her 
shape and size?”
